On 26 February 1949, a meeting of the TaK KP(b) Intvia -was held to di fi- 
cuss the progress of capital cons true t ion In the Latvian SSR. The nesting 
was attended hy Xalhberzin and Titov, eeoret&ries of TsE KP(b) Latvia; Pludon, 
deputy ohalraan of the Soviet of Ministers Latvian SSR; Sba&ln, chief of 
Division of Heavy Industry of TsE KP(b) of Latvia; 7eldre, deputy ohaiman of 
State Pinning ^camaieei 'tn of the Republic; ministers, and directors of large 
Construction organizations in Riga and of industrial enterprises. 

Shilov, deputy chief of the Division of Heavy Industry of TsE XP(b) Latvia, 
reported that the plan for capital construction had been fulfilled 108.5 per- 
cent by the Republic as a whole, but that the plan for utilisation of buildings 
was fnr behind schedule. The Riga Electrical Machine Building Plant completed 
only 43.9 percent of the. plan for utilization of buildings and only 47.1 per- 
cent of the penlolllln plant. 

Civilian housing construction failed to meet requirements, lhe quality 
of construction wo rk on a number of construction projects (Ship-Repair Plant 
Settlement and Riga Airport) vag very low. This situation was caused in part 
by poor organisation of mass propaganda among construct Ion workers, and in 
part by Ins uf f i cient socialist competition. Modern labor methods and tools 
were not used to a sufficient degree.

The city 
of Imninogetfsk,, with its large working population, has only one polyclinic 
and that one is not well housed or equipped. The some conditions exist in 
Zyrancvsk, Beloueovka and several other workers' settlements.
